The ex ­ 
ecutive committee in charge of the 
arrangement‘s for the convention is 
waiting for the decision of the hall 
directors. 
If the convention hall directors 
decide that the building cannot be 
made ready for occupancy by J uly 
4, then the convention committee 
will set to work to get a building 
of its own. 
It must build one, for 
it intends to prepare for and hold 
on to the convention. 
The Carnegie company wired 
from Pittsburg to its representative 
here, A. H. Sutherland, that it 
would have three of the trusses in 
Kansas City within six weeks, and 
the remainder of the trusses at the 
rate of three each week. 
This 
would mean the delivery of all the 
ten trusses by the middle of J une. 
Gillett & Herzog, of Minneap­ 
olis, who built the old hall and 
who will probably build the new 
one, say they will give bond to put 
the hall in readiness for the con­ 
vention on condition that the Car­ 
negie 
company 
furnishes 
the 
trusses as it promises. This means 
that the roof trusses are to be^in 
place, making posts unnecessary, 
even if the roof covering has to be 
temporary. 
Orders to begin work 
on the trusses will undoubtedly be 
given today, although the full con­ 
tract cannot be let for some days, 
owing to changes in the plans to 
make the structure fireproof. 
More than $55,000 has been 
raised toward the $100,000 neces­ 
sary, $35,000 of it being subscribed 
within fifteen minutes at a mass 
meeting last night.
